THE ROUMELIAN REVOLT. 


A Provisional Governor OConfirmed—The 
Diflitia Mobilized, 

Loxvoy, September 20.—Prince Alexander, 
of Bulgaria, has confirmed Strausky as pro. 
visional governor of Roumelia, The Buiga- 
rian chamber of deputies will bs 
convened Tuesday. The army of Bul- 
geria sis being mobilized and 
when united: with tne Roumelian militia 
willform en effective force of 5.000 men 
Ruesian ollicers command the bulk ofthe Rou- 
melign militia. Bands of Balgerians, under 
command of Russian ofilcers,are entering Rou- 
melia. Advices from Berlin and Vienna 
favor the opinion that peace will be main- 
tained on the ground that the revolution was 
concerted in St. Petersburg. 

ALEXANDER’S PROCLAMATION, 

Puitopronis, September 20.—Prince Al. 
exander hes issued a proclamation 
announcing that in accordance with 
the wishes of the entire populace 
he aseumes the eovereignty over the two prov- 
inces of north and south Bulgaria. Measures 
will be taken to preserve peace and all who 
op; cee the new government will be severely 
punished. The prince expresses hope that 
the people will defend the union 
at eny sacrifice. The proclamation which 
was received here by telegraph was read pub- 
licly amid the greatest enthusiasm. Prince 
Alexanderis expected here hourly, Porfect 
order prevails. The populace are armed wit 
lances. Thederosed governor Gabriel Pache 
18 Under guard. He is well treated in accord- 
ance with bis rank. 

With the assent of Austria under the agreo- 
ment made at the Kremsier interview, accord- 
ing to the terms by which Austria is at liberty 
to annex Bosnia and Herzegovina, if. the 
porte should threaten to adopt violent meas- 
ures, Russia, itis believed, will intervene in 
favor of Roumelia. 

All communication between Turkey and 
Bulgaria has been cut off. 

The Turkish and Greek portion of inhabi- 
tants have thanked the government here for 
havingtaken measures for their defense and 
have offered their services in restoring Tur- 
kish invesion. 

Sr. Pererssure, September 20.—It is hoped 
in court circles here that the signatory powers 
of the Berlin treaty will settle the Roumelian 
troubles amicably, keeping in sight the just 
grievances of the people. Austria, it is 
thought, will annex Bosnia and Hezegovina. 

ConsTANTISorLE, September 20.—A council 
of ministers was held todsy, presided over by 
the sultan, at Which it was decided to appeal 
to thegpowers to maintain the rights of the 
porte in Roumelia, Orders have been issued 
to collect an army corps at Adrianople. 

Lorpon,’Septempber 21—The Daily News this 
morning reminds its readers that when Dis 
racii effected the Berlin treated Gladatone pra- 
dicted the present disruption. Even the pres- 
ent ministry, the News says, will hardly ven- 
ture to use England’s influence to crush the 
growth of liberty in Roumelia.

THE OFFICIAL REPORT OF COL, 
PRITCHARD, MR, DAVIS’ CAPTOR. 
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No Hoopskirt Nor Dress But Simply the Articies 
Which Mro, Davis Threw Around Him aa ie 
Went iutothe Night Air to Mest His 
Ceptors—The Truth at Last, 


Wasxrxotox, September 20.—LEver since the 
capture of Jeflerson Davis there has been a 
dispute as to whether he was disguised in fe- 
male attire when captured. Mr. Davis hes 
always denied the charge with great vehe- 
mence. His last denial has been printed 
within a few days. To pul an end to all gon- 
troversy upon this subject, General Drum 
has permitted to be printed the official report 
of Lieutenant Colonel Pritchard, the officer in 
command of the troops which captured Davis. 

The fallacs ie report that Mr. Davis 
had on a ‘kirt anda dregs is clearly 
proven by the following official report of the 


capture:

min: Ihave the honor to report that in obedi- 
ence to orders received from Colorel R. H. G. 
Minty, eommanding second division cavalry 
corps, M. D. M., Tleft Macon, Ga., at 8 o’clock p. 
m.on the 7th instant, in command of the dth 
Michigan cavairy, with directions to move down 
the routh bank ofthe Ocmmulgee river, from sey- 
enty-five toone hundred miles, to take possés- 
sion o! all ferries below Hawkins- 
Ville, picket the river as far as the strength oi my 
regiment wou!d permit, and to scout the country 
on both sides of theriver forthe purpose of cap- 
turing Jeflerson Davis and party, who were re: 
rerted to haye Icit Washington, Ga, on the 
morning ofthe 4th inst, traveling southward, 
with the intention of crossing the Ocmulgee 
river atsome point between Hawkinsville and 
Jacksonville: or to capture any other parties that 
might be fleeing from Richmond in that direéc- 
tion. 

At5a.m,. of the %b instant L moved my coms 
mand out in the direction of Abbtyville, which 
place I reached at 3 o’clock p. m., and where I 
discovered the first traces of the object of our 
search. Here | learned that a train oi twelve 
wegors and two ambulances, as reported. had 
crossed the Ocmtlgee river at Brown’s ferry, 
one and a hail miles above Abtyville, about 12 
o’clock on the previous night, and stopped at 
Abbyville ‘ong enough to feea their animals, and 
moved on again before daylightin the direction 
of Irwinsvilie. I met the lieutenant colonel of 
the lst Wirconsin cavalry -Hinton, I believe—who 
intarmed me tbat he, with a force of seventy men, 
wail following on thetracx cf the train, and that 
his men were from one to two hours in advance, 

THE CHASE, 

As Colenel Hinton had. ample force to cope 
with that supposed to be with the train, i,decided 
not to Move on me road wilh him, and con: 
tinned on my Courts Loreé miitcs urther dowa 
the river, Where I learned additional facts regard- 
ire the character of the train, which con- 
virced me that it belopeed to some oi the parties

Alter waiting an bour and more. and just as the 
carliest dawn appeared, I putthe columnin mo- 
tion, and we were enabled to approach withia 
fonr or five rods of thecamp undiscoyere1, when 
a dash was ordered, and in an instant the whole 
camp with its humanity was ours. 

THE SCENE OF THE CAPIURE, 

Colonel Pritchard goes on to te)l how two par- 
ties of the union cavalry fired into each other by 
mistake, and continues: 

As soon as the firing had ceased I returned to 
camp and took an inventory of our Capture, when 
I ascertained that we had captured Jel! Davis 
snd family (a wife and four children), John H., 
iieagan, his postinaster general; Colonels Harri- 
son and Lubbock, A. D. C, to Davis; Burton 
N, Harrison, his private secretary; Major 
Maur and Captain Moody, Lieutenaat 
Hathaway, Jeff D. Howell, midshipman in the 
rebel pavy, and twelve private soldiers: Miss 
Megeie Howell, sisterof Mrs. Davis: two waiting 
maics, One while,jonef#black, aud several other 
gervants. 

Upon returning to camp I wes accosted by Da: 
vis from amovg the prironera, who asked if I was 
the cfficer in command, and, upon my auswering 
him that I was, and asking him whomI was 
to call him, he replied that I might call 
bim what or whoever I pleased, when I re- 
pliedto him tbatl would call him #Davis, and, 
after a moment’s hesitation, he said that was 
hisname. Hesuddenly drew himself up ino, true 
roval Gignity,and exclaimed: ‘I suppose that 
you consider it bravery to chargea train of de 
fenseless women and children, but itis theft; it 
is vandalism,’”’ 

{ter allowing the prisoners time to prepare 
breakfast, I mounted them on their own horses, 
takiug one oi the ambulances for my wounded, 
and one of the wegons for the dead, 
using the other two ambulances for the con- 
yeyance of the women and children, and 
started on my return by the direct rout to AbdDy- 
ville, where I arrived at sunsetthe same day. 
Here 1 balted for the pnight,and callcd in the 
restof my regiment from its duty along the 
river, an@resumed my march towards Macon 
atan early hour on the morning of the 11th, 
siter bavivg burried and performed the last 
solemnrites of a soldier over his fellow com- 
races, sending couriers in advance to aanounce 
the success of the expedition. On the afternoon 
of the llth, and when several miles 
below Hawkinsville, we met the rest of our 
brigade just coming out from Macon, and re- 
ceived from them the first knowledge of the presi- 
dent’s proclamation, accompanied by General 
Wilson's order offering a reward for the captureol 
Davis and party. 

THE EX PRESIDENT'S DISGUISE. 

After stating the conveyance of the prisouers 
by way of Macon and Savannah to Fortress Mon: 
roe, Colonel Pritchard says: 

On the afternoon of the 23d I received orders 
frem the war department, through General Miles, 
directing me to procure the disguise worn by 
Davis at the time of his capture and proceed to 
Washington and report to the secretary of war. 
Accordingly I went over to the steamer Clyde 
and receiyed from Mrs, Davis a lady's 
waterproof cloak or robe, and which Mrs. 
Davis said was worn by Mr. Davis as a 
disguise at the time of his Capture, and whica 
was identified by the men whosaw it on him at 
the time. On the morning following the balance 
of the disguise was procured, which consisted of a 
shaw!, which ee Se and admitted to be

MAHONITES DISAGREE. 


Mahere Gets Mad and General Bad Feel- 
ing Exists. 

Wasuineron, September 20.—Senator Rid- 
dieberger isa man of very little discretion at 
any me, and when surrounded by boon com- 
panione is exceedingly careless in his talk. A 
short time since, while in town here one night 
in @ COoliechouse discussing the situation in 
Virgmia; he said that, while Wise was likely 
to get the more votes, Lee was certain to be 
the next gogernor of that state. The remark 
wae, of comrse, construed by those who heard 
it a8 a zellection on the election machinery of 
the stat®, now in the hands of the democracy, 
and in that sense was repeated, ; 

_ Very recently it found its way into print, 
bu* wes commented on by the democratic pa- 
) in the Old Dominion as indicating that 
thé senator hed no heert in the fight and hed 
already conteesed a result adverse to his side. 
This began to prove very damaging to him, 
erpecially since bis loyalty to the republican 
ticket had from the first been a matter of some 
doubt. Wise and Mahone got very angry, and 
have remained so until now, when Senator 
‘iddleberger finds it necessary to deny the re- 
mark attributed to him in teto. [t+ was his 
only wey out ot the embarrasement. 

Dut there are other difficulties ‘existing is 
the Maaone camp that cannot be as easily dis- 
pored ot. One of them is asorious distrust that 
hes sprung up in the heart of Candidate Wise 
ofthe sincerity of his chiet. He bezins to 
realize that in an emergency Mahone will 
trace him off for votes for the legislative tick- 
et. This, itis said, is the reason that Wise is 
materially abating hie fury on the stump, and 
hes less of abuse to administer to his own home 
people. 

The change has been marked ot late, the 
violent volume of the young agitator dwind- 
ling down to a tameand ()uakerish appeal. 
Wise is much like Mr, Blaine in his methods, 
fond of theatrical display and of rhetorical 
violence signifyingnothing. He is personally 
popular in Virgin’, and not the man to im- 
peril his popularity for nothing. He feels 
that his election to the governorship would 
ersee the memory of a bitter canvass, but to 
eentinue im the course in which he get out, and 
tben at the clore be.snutied out lige a candie, 
would, he can plainly sec, leave him in re- 
volting odor for many years to come.

The Vermont and New Hampshire Soidiers 
in the Stonewall Cemetery. 
Wixcnester, Va., September 20.—The ced- 
ication services at the marble shaft presented 
by Colenel Herbert Hill, of Boston, and erected 
on the battlefield of the nineteenth Septem- 
ber, were largely attended Saturday morning. 
Lieutenant Governor Ormsbee, of Vermont, 
delivered the oration. The veterans 
were escorted into the city in the 
afternoon to fi banquet provided 
by citizens. A speech welcome 
by Mayor Williams was responded to by Colo- 
nel Carroll D. Wright. After the banquet 
Justice Harlan, of the supreme court, Colonel 
Thomas Jones, of Alabama, and General 
Thomas, of Vermont, made speeches, Much 
enthuseasm was evinced as the result of the 
many patrictic sentiinents expressed 
by the orators. The band 
performed 4‘Hail Columbia” and “Dixie,” 
veterans rising to their feet and loudly cheer- 
ing.

Slirring speeches were 
rade by Colonel Wright and Judge Harlan.

The creps in this yieinity this vear are fair, 
and if ing to seoa 
few farmers in town with smiles on their taces, 
bul such was not the case afew years ago, 
Hard times was no name for it. 

“Tf vom"ve never lived on air, and don't 
want to fy it,’’ said James Dalton, a farmer, 
whose place is four or five miles north of here, 
‘con'ttry anewcountry. I’ve got toa point 
now where | feelasthough I might count 
with some ceriainty on having hard victual: 
for 2 month to come, but there were three 
four yeers that | enjoyed nosuch luxury. I 
came into this country tive vears ago ahead 
of the railroad track. My old home .was in 
Michigan. I had a team, & 
wagon, e few farm tools, a little 
household furniture, areaper and a cow. [n 
money | had abou $300. My wifeand [| had. 
read a great deal about tho west, and the idea 
of getting ea big farm to be all‘our own carried 
us away. We drove all the 
way out here, carrying our 
things with us, and after a pretty hard jour- 
ney, which exhausted a littie more than $100 
of my money we arrived here in the Repupli- 
can velley. That wasin August. After looxk- 
ing around a> little we found some land 
that looked pretty good, and bought it, paying 
>l00 down and giving notes for the rest, about 
>200. Jb was too ladte to do much that year, 
but we managed to get a little shanty built 
and a cheap sort of a stall for the horses, and 
movedin. That fall 1 skirmished around, 
and by doings few tdd jobs for men who had 
been there a little longer than I had I manag- 
ed to earn comecorn and potatoes, which we 
cherished sa carefully as if they bad been 
gold. We already began to see how barren 
the new country was and how diflicult it was 
going to be to | ere until we got our first 
crop.

The corn came 
up, butit needed .acisture, and the wheat that 
mace its appearaace looked.pale and sickly. 
Afser aw? le | begau to make inquiries, 
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crTT iidn’teay. He had been horea 
year befvre | came, and be was free to admit 
thet he had not seen any great amount of rain. 
l began to getsecared. The crop then in the 
ground wastobethe making. or breaking of 
me. I mustrealizeonitorstarve. Evory day 
Iecenned the heavens, but they were oan 
andthe preat prairies, stretching away to the 
ber zon, locked as yellow and parched as a 
desert. Oneevening it sprinkled a little and I 
satup all night to watch it, butonly a few drops 
fell. The next day was as blistering hot as 
ever. So it went for days and weeks,and,final- 
ly, when harvest came 1 found myself with a 
crop Which wouldn’t at best,support me for the 
year, tosay nothing ef having a surplus to 
sell. There was plenty of fodder for the stock, 
but the wheat and corn were so poor that when 
| had gathered them in my wife looked at the 
pitiful vield and then at me, and burst into 
tears. I neversawa darker moment in my 
life than that, though 1 have been nearer to 
starvation. We concluded to make the best of 
it, and once more, with heavy hearts, we pre- 
pared for winter. Our clothing wasin shreds, 
but it hadto do, That falil got such work 
2s 1 could, going once on foot nearly twenty 
miles to earn a dollar andwhalf, and winter 
found us not so well off as we were the season 
before. 
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tirely cut of money, and my wile was ailing 
and needed suitable clothing, which I was un- 
able tobuy, I went to my neighbors, and tell- 
ing them the story, succeeded in got: 

The next spring 
we went to work with cheerful hearis.

W. BBCK. 


A Obapter of Crime Which Reads Like « Romance— 
A Wite’s Horrible Death atthe Bands of Her

1Special. |—The trial of Eugene Beck, the wile 
murderer, begins Tuerday. Already many peto~- 
ple, including a number of noted lawyers, kave 
gathered here to be prezent at the trial. Nothing 
has ever occurred in this county which has caused 
as much interest and excitement as this, From 
the window of the hotel can be seen the jail in 
which the prisoner is confined, He bears up well, 
and believes he will be acquitted of the charge of 
murcer. He has changed indeed. His close 
confinement has wrought a marked transforma 
tion. The erect, proud form is bent beneath the 
crime he has committed. The 
manly framework has been undermined 
from the influence ol a wringiag 
anguish, The dark lustre of bis once piercing eye 
beve faded by the vision of his horrible crime.

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THE “TORY OF THF CRIME, 

Three pistol shots ttartled the citizens 
of this quiet little town on the Biue Ridge, on tae 
bight of the 28th of October 1554, 

Almost immediately afterward, Eugene W. 
Beck, with disheveled | bair and the carriage ofa 
msdmav, rushed toward the jall. In his hand he 
cerried a revolver, and with it knocked three 
times on the jail door. An instant later the jail 
door swung open, when Captain Dillingham stood 
upon the thresbold, Bech’s pistol was instantly at 
his breast, and as quickly knocked out of the way 
by Mr. Joe Ledbetter, thus preventing another 
tragedy. With wonderful ‘coolness Captain Dill- 
ipnghem stood and said: 

“What ie the matier, Eugene?’ 

“Tl have killed the dogs,”’ he replied, ‘‘and 
people are after me. Will you protect me?”’ 

That day Beck bad borrowed Dillingham’s 
revolver for the alleged purpose of killing some 
doer, which he claimed were annoying him, 

THE NIGHT'S TRAGEDY, 

In the meantime crowds had pressed around aud 
into the Beck residence, In the room behind the 
parlor were two beds, upon one of which Mrs. 
Beck ley dead, and Miss Addie Bailey, with a 
terrible wound in her head, covered with blood, 
lay dyirg and apparently unconscious. The 
entrance of Mr. J. A. Swafford, however, 
seemed to give her new life, and swinging her 
arms around his neck, she told the terrible story 
which stamped Beck as the assassin of his wile 
and her own murderer. She then relapsed into a 
stupor, and soon was dead, thus making two vic- 
timeci! Beck’s fendishness. 

Three years before Eugene W. Beck was one of 
the handsomest men in northeast Georgia. Gifted 
by ‘mature, of good family, with prospects the 
vprighteset, he was a welcomed visitor to the best 
circles. His mother, on her deathbed, made the 
dying request that he should marry Miss Ella Bai- 
ley, of Cumming, the daughter o! Dr. 8. 8. Bailey, 
to whom he was engaged. A few weeks later the 
marriage took place, and accom panied by the best 
wishes of hosts of friends the young couple de- 
parted for Milton county, which was to be their fa- 
ture home. In Jenuary, 1884, they settled here, 
and were warmly welcomed. Mrs, Beck engaged 
a schoo] and soon beramea general fayorite. In 
the early part of October she received aletter [rom 
ber youngest tister, Mies Acdie Bailery, in which 
she wes epprised of an approaching event, in 
which Miss Addie was to b2 the bride and Mr 
J. A, Swatiord the groom. With a sister’s solici- 
tude Mrs, Beck inyited Miss Addie to be her guest 
forthe few days preceding tae marriage. The 
marriage was fixed for the sccond of November, 

Guturday preceding “Mrs..Beck &nd Mr. Swaf 
led who wasat the time here, would return 
“with her to Cumming, and thus all would be pres 
ent ai the bappy nuptials. 
THE SECRET SORROW, 

It was thus that Mies Addie came to be the guest 
of her sister's house. The visit, however, had 
more of ssducrs than of pleasure init. Miss Ad- 
cie found her sister, who had left homea happy 
and joyous bride, the custodian of a secret sor- 
row which she was tod loyala wile to divulge. in 
the bloated face an’? wild demeaner of her broth- 
er-in-law she r.ea@eb -tory of her sister’s sorrow. 
Eugene wesa@ imuhard! In yain the young wile 
sought to hide her grie!, for the long night carou- 
sals, of which nove outtide knew, told too well 
of the demen which head extered a hgppy house-~ 
hold and cesireyed ils peace. With the advent of 
Miss Addie a strerge*charee came over Beck, He 
seemed like one enfferivg irom shame or remorse. 
On the fateiul Tuesday which marked him a 
murderer, he was mrsterious)y feticent. The re- 
volver which be had borrowed seemed to have a 
strange fascination for him. He would teke it up 
and look at it curiously, only to place it away 
sgain, toreturn to it again and fagain, Night 
cameon, and Feck, pretending to be sleepy, .went 
to bed. In the room were two bers, one single and 
the otherdouble. Hechosethesiagie one, From 
the adjoining house came ihe soit sweet notes of 
the soothing hymn, ‘‘Who is on the Lord’s side?” 
The notes fell with strange effect upon the ears of 
Mrs. Beck, and stepping over, she‘ asked the pere 
former fer the music. On returning she found that 
Mr. Swaflord had dropped in. In order 
to give them ell time to talk over their approach- 
ing nuptials, Mrs. Beck At nine o'clock 
Mr. Swafford leit the house, whea Miss Addie 
joine« hersisterin the double bed, taking the 
Guisice, havirg i:st turned thelight down verv 
low. 

Immediately the apparently sleeping man 
awoke. He rat up on the side of his bed, and de- 
liberately pulled on his boots. Mrs, Beck asked 

- him to turn the lightup, which he dia. “You 
have turned it too high,” shesaid, Extinguish- 
ing it altogether, he at once sprang upon the bed, 
and with bis pistol gaye his wife two fearful 
blows upon the head, her brains oozing out.

Reaching 
Tallulab, the party went by train to Buiord, 
where the country read was agein taken for 
Cumming. The mother of the murdered women 
was there awaiting their arrival, not aware of the 
full extent of the disaster.

It was ascene, as 
described by those present, of weird and unique 
interest. Before the coffin, containing the body 
of Miss Bailey, was lowered, Mr. Swafiord threw 
his arms around it, exclaiming:

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bECK’S ENCUSES MADE, 

The jail here being unsafe, and the indignation 
egainst Peck was £0 great it was deemed pradent 
to remove him to Hall county jail. His journey 
to that place was notin keeping with the terrible 
cloud that rested over him. Itis ssid that he was 
s0 elated at his escape from this place in safety 
that he became very jubilant, singing. and acting 
ina very hilarious marner, In that jail he was 
called upon by an old friend, to whom he express- 
ed his opinions on the tragedy. He said: 

“From boyhood I have been addicted to drink. 
The older I grew the stronger my desire 
was, and for the last six years, with the exception 
of eight montks, I have drank more than 
ever before in the same length of time, never 
drinking less than one quart and often halla gal- 
lon in one day, I have had several attacks of de- 
lerium tremens and for me tojexpress the borribie 
imaginations which I labor under while ia this 
awful condition isatask which! find no words 
sufficient to express the slightest idea. When ia 
this condition I imagine myself iu all horrible de- 
scriptions of fights. For this reason I would never 
allow any weapon toremainin my house, for 
several nights before I committed this awfui mur- 
der some dogs had been prowling around my 
Louse, and 1 iecided to kill them, I borroweda 
pistol, and after supper retired early, and don’t 
rememberanything else until I imagined the 
heuse ful) of people trying to kill me. I seized 
the pistol and ehot twice, butdid not know wha’ 
I shot uatil s0n1e time after. As soon 
as I did the shooting I ran to the jail, thinking if 
Iwould getinI would be protected against my 
enemies, Whol imagined were tryiog to kill me. 
Drink bes brovwght me here. I desire to be pun- 
ished for mwy crime, Ihaye killed the best friend 
Ihaye ever hat—my wife—and an innocent girl, 
ITemeguilty, bal: ot trouble the courts totry 
me, I deserve ucath, and would not live if I 
could,’’

A PERIOD OF OBLIVION, 


Scraps and Sketches of Sumter County His- 
tory and Ancient Americas, 
From the Americus, Ga., Recorder. 

There isa period, extending from 1831 to 
1841,in which the history of Americus 18 
shrouded in oblivion, orexistingonly in the 
form of personal memories and tamily tradi- 
tions. There are few of the older citizens liv- 
ing, congequently the personal reminiscenses 
sre few. heoflicial records were destroyed 
in ’41, thus blotting out the first ten years of 
Sumter county history. There was much dis- 
satisfaction in regard to the sale of some lands 
that were advertised for public 
outery at- a certain date. There 
was a strong party arrayed against the aus 
thorities, and the sheriff smelt the battle afar 
off, and spent the day in the woods. The 
deputy wasa plucky fellow and he was on 
the ground at the proper time, and was in- 
tending to proceed with the sale. The crowd 
grew larger and more menacing as the hour 
approached, and finally it grew into an angry 
meb of brawny backwoodsmen. The deputy 
wss g£eized and carried to Town creek, near 
the spot where the Central railroad depot now 
stends, and was there held in custody until 
the legal hours of sale bad passed. Mean- 
while another portion of the mob broke into 
the county offices and secured the records, of 
which they proceeded to make a bonfire. Thus 
were many Valuable documents sacrificed to 
the fury of an angry and unreasoning mob, 
and the history of the “log cabin” age was to- 
tally destroyed.

Alorg about this time—in °’41 I think—oc- 
curred the great political riot. Sturdy whi 
snd fiery democrats were about equally di- 
vided, and so strong were the local, 
stale fend national prejudices and 
erences developed that they finally 
culminated in a _ pitched battle, 
enearly hour on that memorable day men 
came pouring in from every direction, The 
little log hotels were crowded, and the liquor 
shops were alternately invaded by little knots 
of either political faction. As the day ad- 
vanced the angry discussions became more 
frequent.

Each faction 
began to gather around its leader like a swarm 
of bees around the queen. Then a iisticuff 
began between two champions, aud in a 
twinkling the great crowd was a mss of yeil- 
ing, cursing, biting and gougi-e humanity. 
Every otrer men wuss f'ued with a 
steut bickory cudgel, and ¢' ese were used 
with such efiect that the mejority of the com- 
batants left the gory field with ents and bruis- 
es about their heads and bodies, with nov 
and then a veteran minus an ear, an eye or 2 
section cf nose. Men. of Porgwmweo, men of 
Danville, men ot Starkesvilie exd mon of 
Americus found themselves with battered 
bores, bleeding heads and blackened oyes, 
hatless, shirtless, tattered anc torn. I[t wase 
dsy long to be remembered fy bvih comba- 
tants end spectators. 


McNeil and McNeely were-both from the 
bonnie braes of auld Scotland. McNeely got 
overcome with alcobol, ran amuck in the 
streets, and at last lay down across the road 
with his knifeclasped in his hand. McNeil 
end Ben Wheeler came along on their way 
home, and justas they reached the place 
where Lamar and Forsyth streets now cross 
they epied McNeely in the road. McNeil 
had atorchin his hand,as the scrub oaks 
grew thick alorg the road, and he was 
afraid of snakes.

Rouse him up, and 
I']] take him home with me.”’ McNeil walked 
up and called out, “Hello, NeNeely, old hoas!

Yeely jumped up like a crippled deer, and 
meade at the two intruders, swearing he'd ‘‘cut 
their d—d heads off.” Ben dodged aside in 
the dark, end allowed McNeely to chase his 
fellow countryman around in the thickest of 
scrub celts. At length McNeil threw his 
torch away, exclaiming: ‘There, now; fol- 
Jow me if you can, you cussed fool, but I 
w.n’t hold you a light any more.” McNeely 
scon tumbled overin a drunken stupor, and'the 
two rescuers left him alone. McNeil cursed 
Wheeler all the way home because he wouldn’t 
assist him in the fray. 


The last grand act of the log cabin decade 
cccurred at the time of the heated presidential 
rece between Martin Van Buren and William 
Henry Harrison. Mh ypc and Tyler 
too,’ was the watchword emong the hardy 
settlers ofthe backwoods of Georgia. At last 
this remerkable enthusiasm culminated in 
thet grand demonstration of Macon. A log 
cabin was built on wheels, with poles cut 
from the pine forests around Americus, It 
was finished off in the most approved style, 
and @ grand precession took up iis triumphal 
merch toward Macon. Gourds scra and 
boiled till they were white as snow, long fes- 
toons of red pepper, and coon skins and other 
homely emblems of a backwoodsman’s life 
were hung about the log cabin. The proces- 
sion at length reached Macon after traversin 
a bundred miles of rather sparsely settled 
country. They entered the principal street 
and marched into the town with music play- 
ing and banners flying. A wild huzza 
from a thousand throats greeted their en- 
trance. Fine ladies in silks and’ 
coetly laces rushed out into the street -and 
smeared themselves with the fresh turpentine 
in their heedlees and overpowering enthusi- 
arm. Gray- beaded men leaned on their canes, 
waved their hate and feebly cheered while 
tears ran down their withered cheeks. The 
vaet congregation shouted themselves hoarse 
when Bob Toombs, then in the prime of his 
manbood, mounted the rostrum, and began a 
thrilling address, the like of which was never 
heard in Mecon before, and hardly since. The 
ideal of 2 southern baron, of noble line was 
he, and, grand old man _ that he is, his 
name will go down to future agos 
£8 among the noblest of Georgians. Another 
young man, whose name the negligence of 
contemporaneous history has suffered to_drop 
into oblivion, tollowed in a speech which 
cauted the vast multitude to grow frantic with 
enthusiasm. One grod old Georgian cried out, 
“Glory be to God!” as though he were in a 
cemypmeeting. Noble dames embraced each 
other ard one was heard to cry out, while the 
tears streamed from her eyes, “My God! what 
would I give for such a boy as that to call 
me mother.” It was a memorable occasion, 
and men whose locks are bleached 
by the frosts of many winters, tell of 
that day as the most remarkable of their 
lives. They had asong that was worded to 
euit the occasion. One stanza run thus:: 


“Old Martin Van, he’s a man of doubt, 

He wires in and ke wires out; 

Ard ou never know that you're on his track, 
Till he’s coming on or going back.” 


This ended the log cabin age of Americus. 
Alas, few who witnessed that day are here to 
tell the tale,.They have fallen by the wayside,

So far as we know, those who heve anony- 
mously advocated the proposed modification 
of the ralircad law hevye not throwr out any 
insinuations as to the motives of those who 
eppose such modification. 

COTTON FPRODUCT OF THE WORLD. 

The most generally interesting article in 
Meeers. Lathem, Alexander & Co.’s recently 
iesued book of “Cotton Movement and Fiuc- 
tuations,” is from the pen of Mr. Thomas 
Ellison, of Liverpool, the great Eaglish au- 
thority on cotton. Mr. Ellison writes of the 
production and consumption of cotton in the 
world, and his figures are full of informa- 
tion. 

When, in 1860, it became evident to 
thought{al men in Great Britain that trouble 
was‘inevitable between the north and south, 
they made every effort to discover new 
sources of coticn supply. These efforts were 
stimulated by the knowledge that a 
scarcity of cotton would bring upon 
Lencashire great distress. A  power- 
fol association was formed, and the 
agen'sof this association examined every 
nook and corner ia the cotton zone, and sent 
seed ic eévery one willing make ex peri- 
mente. : 

These efforts and the high prices bronght 
about by the war between the states, brought 
increased from the Brezils, Ezypt, 
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: Turkey, India and China, but when prices 


fellto their old level after the close of the 
war, the cotton production of these conatries 
also fell off. In 1865-1, the imports of cotton 
from the West Indies, Central America, 
South America, (not including the Draziis, ) 
»>frica and the far east, (not including India, 
China and Japav,) showed an increase of 
only 80,000 bales of 400 pounds; and at pres- 
ent these districts furnish the world with no 
more cotton than they did twenty-five years 
ego. There is some increase in the LDrazils, 
but Mr. Ellison says that the annual aggre- 
gate is little more than the equivalent of one 
week’s consumption. Japan and Chins 
ceased to ship cotton after the price of mid- 
dlirg Americen fell to fifteen pence a pound. 
Turkey, Greece and Italy now ship only 
about 50,000, 

The point that Mr. Ellison is anxious to 
make, is that the south produces more than 
one-half the total quantity of cotton raised 
in the world: or, to vary the s‘atement, that 
the south produces more cotton than all the 
rest of the world together. At the same time 
itis well to bear in mind the fact that the 
production of cotton in Indiais increasing 
rapidly enough to suggest a little uneasiness 
on the part of the south—noi as to the loss 
of supremacy, but astothe efiect which the 
continued increase of productiun in India 
may have on prices in Liverpool. This is not 
a serious maiter just now, but how long the 
situation will remain on the hither side of 
seriousness, remains to be seen. 

Mr. Ellison points out that India 
temporary reduction, bas got back near!y to 
the fivures touched during the American 
war, partly because of the permanent im- 
petus which that event gave to the incustry, 
and partly because of the extension of the 
railway system, which has enabled the pro- 
duce of all paris of India to be delivered at 
the seaboard at a considerably lower price 
than was possible twenty live years ago. 

Mr, Ellison gives the following statement 
of the cotton crops of the world in bales ot 
the uniform weight of 400 pounds:

no substitute forit,andin this regard it stands 
alone, because for every other product there is a 
substitute, I need not stop to name them, forthe 
mind will readily catch them up, and the act oi 
thinking about the thing itself will suggest the 
substitute. God, in His wisdom, has given 
you corn and rye, which may be used as asubsti- 
tute for wheat: cotton as a substitute for fax and 
wool; and so I might go on and nameall the 
products of the earth, and for each one nanea 
substitute that could pe used incase of necessity, 
until I reach tobacco, which stands*alone in all 
its pleesure-giving glory.

Gibbon insists in his ‘*‘Decline and Tall ofthe 
Roman Empire’ that among the Romans the or- 
ange and lemon were generally ciassed, with othe 
fruit, among the apples. But Pliny has expressly 
stated that fruits of the citron order were culti- 
vated inIitaly in his time—that is,in the firat 
century of the Christian era. Virgil and others 
mention that the citron was pecullar to Media and 
Persia. In fact, the crange was not known to the 
ancients who lived a few centuries before the 
Christian era. It isa native of China, with which 
the heroic Greeks and Romans had scarcely any 
intercourse, This iruit did not come into Europe 
until the sixteenth century, and the first orange 
tree ever secon in England wasin 1595. Someac 
counts credit the Portuguese with importing it;

which is delightfully sromatic. If ai vote 
could be taken all the world over 
the orange by a vast majority would be proclaim” 
edthe favorite fruit. The tangerine, or north 
African oravge, with a rich and lucions pulp and 
a yery fragrant rind, is yery diminutive, but the 
St. Michael’s orauge, very sweet and thin skinne 1, 
is the smallest, and the Brazil, or Navet, Orange of 
South America is the largest of all species of or- 
suger. The orange fiads a luxuriant development 
in Fiorida. There are about 170000 trees under 
actual cultivation. As every one knows, there are 
sweet Oranges and bitter oranges, The bitter 
orange is grown in great abundance in Honolulu 
anc in Seyile.

THE MIKE APPLB, 


A Curicus Connecticat Frait That is Said to 
Carry a Oain Mark. 

The story of the’*Mikeapple’ and the drop of 
blood in it, writes a Norwich correspondent to the 
New York Sun, isa familiar one in New Londoa 
county, and old people never tire of relating 
it, In almost every country town in this part 
of Connecticut, where the {fruit originated, is 
to be found one or more Mize apple trees, 
and at this time of the year children vie with 
each other in getting the first amber-hued 
wind fails and findipg the dropsof blood in them. 
Sometimes the drop is found just under the silver 
skin, a thin streak of carmine that peneirates to 
the core, and thet colors the silvery pulp, if touch- 
ed, ssa Crop of blood might do. Oltenit is en 
isolated clot es large as a whortleberty, and some- 
times the apple is banded by a narrow crescent of 
crimson that reaches half around the [ruit on the 
cutside the rind. 

Apples thus marked present a striging a 
pearance, the crimson patch being so clearly de- 
fued and so vividly in contrast with the silvery 
green. rind. They are always regarded with ro- 
mantic interest by their possessors. The Mike 
eppie isjustripenow. Never was the irnit fairer 
than this season, and the treesare heavily li 
The old tree on which the 
sppearcd,- in the town. of 
sx miles north of 
irhed eny years aco, 
from the roots, and one of those is a large tree, 
whose brancbes ere bowed with luscious anpiles 
this season. Itis on the farm of Jake Armstrong, 
the mille rat Peck Hoilow, a wild, romantic glen 
on the line of the New Lonéon northern rail- 
road, near the center of the town.

NEW YORK’S NEXT GOVERNOR, 


Hijl and Carr Probably to be the Opposing 
Nominees, 

Utica, N. Y., September 20.—The home of 
ex-Senator Conkling is the scene of what has 
been a very interesting political tsansforma- 
tion. It began a fewyears agoin the efforts 
of one wing of the republican party to sup- 

ress Mr. Conkling, end it was consummated 
in the nomina'ion of James G. Blaine. What 
Wés once @ republican stronghold is now rep- 
resented by demecrats, both at Washington 
and Albany. 

_ Senator Conkling has spent most of his life 
in Utica, where be has hosts of warm, person- 
al friends in both parties. The democrats ad- 
mire him tor bis ability and incorruptibility. 
Mr. Conkling’s friends here are not of the 
lair weather kind. They became more loyal 
under adversity to their chief and 
when President Garfield, through the 
manipulation of James G. Blaine, 
proved so treacherous to his promises, 
previous antagonism to Mr, Blaine became 
very cordial hatred’among Mr. Conkling’s 
friends here. So, when, in 1882, Blaine again 
took 2 hand in New York state politics and 
Folger’s deteat followed, that was added tothe 
account to be square some day. The time 
came last fall. Mr. Conkling’s friends did not 
neglect their opportunity, The change in 
Oneida cdDunty saved the state of New York to 
Grover Cleveland. 

The election of delegates to the republican 
etate convention now indicates that, outside 
of New York and Brooklyn, General Carr will 
enter the convention with about 150 votes and 
‘‘bairman James D. Warren will follow a close 
second with sbout 125. The remaining 240 
will be scattered among the numerous other 
candidates.

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LYNCHED BY HIS OWN RACE, 


Criminal Hanged by Men jof 
His Own Color, 

Birtiuore, September 20.—Dangling from 
a tall white osk tree over Cat locks, near 
Ellicott City, Howard county, fifteen miles 
from this city, this morning was found the 
dead body of Nicholas Snowden,a mulatto, 
who recently committed an outrageous as: 
sault upon a little colored girl marmed 
Alvera Fisher. About 2 o’clock in the 
morning ten colored men, masked, drove 
up to the jail with a wagon. They 
kvocked at the door of John T. Rey, the jailer, 
and when he raised a window and asked what 
they wanted, he wes told that they had a pris- 
oner todeliver. When he opened the door and 

aw the masked men he realized that he had 
been fooled. 

‘‘We bave no prisoner to deliver,”’ said the 
leader, ‘‘but we want you to deliyerup Snow- 
den.” 

““} have no right to surrender the prisoner,” 
answered the jailer; “he will get his just 
deserts.” 

‘‘That’s all stufl,’’ shouted the head vig- 
ilante; ‘“‘we’ve heard of that talk before. 
We’ve come here for Nick Snowden, and we’re 
going to get him if we have to tear the house 
down.” 

The jailer was about to resist the mob when 
his seventeen- year-old daughter pleaded with 
him not to risk his life, but to give over the 
keys. He gave them some keys, but they 
would not fit the cell door. The lynchers got 
anax, and a stalwart negro soon burst the 
old lock onthe celldoor. Snoowden faced the 
crowd, and asked what they wanted. 

‘‘We’ll soon shdw you,” replied the leader, 
as headjusteda rope about the prisoner’s 
neck. ‘fhe jailer stood by and watched them 
drag the prisoner out. QOnceor twice he was 
about to offer resistance, but his daughter pre- 
vailed on him to keep quiet. He would have 
been no match for the ten big, powerful ne- 

roes,and three ofthem carried guns. The 
jailer had no help to resist the attack. A 

oung colored man who witnessed the lynch- 
ing states that when the lynchers 
teck Snowden beneath the tree and 
were preparing to hang him he 
manifested no concern whatever. He neither 
begged for mercy nor professed any sorrow for 
bis crime. When asked if he wanted to pray 
he made no answer. After a ro;ye was thrown 
over a stout limb Snowden was jjauled up and 
lowered three times—until life was extinct. A 
coroner’s jury gave @ verdict of death by 
strangulation, caused by pho un- 
known. This was the fourth lynching in 
Meryland within a year, and none of the 
lynchers have been arreste!. 
It has happened more than once that colored 
men would have taken the leadin lynching 
parties, and, in an affair of the kind at Rock- 
ville, Montgomery county, two years ago, it 
was with the utmost efforts that the white 
men prevented the colored vigilantes from 
burping alive a desperado who wes taken from 
the jail to be swung from the most convenient 
tree. Now, in the Ellicot City tragedy the 
colored men of the neighborhood have taken 
the execution of summary justice out of the 
hends of the whites, with the idea that they 
will thus most effectually restrain the vicious 
ruffians of their race.

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WHITTIER’S TOWN 


AND THE COUNTRY THAT SUR- 
ROUNDS IT, 


Dr, Clark Whittier, e Cousin of the Poot, Buys Sixty- 
Bight Thousand Acres of Land in Western 
North Carolina—He Lays Oata Town and 
Ferms— Hunts Persons to rake Homos. 


Western Norra Caro.iss, September 18.— 
[Special Correspondence.]—The poet Whit- 
tier, during the days of slavery, wrote a poem 
commencing as follows: 


yt: heard of our hunting, o’er moutain and 

een, 

Thro’ cane-brake and forest; the hunting ol 
men?’ 

In Swain county, western North Carolina, 
on the line of the Western North Carolina 
railroad, and bordering on the 
Tuckaseegee river, Dr. Clark Whit- 
tier, a cousin of the poet, late of 
California, has purchased 68,000 acres (106'; 
square miles) of valley, cove and mountain 
lands. On the banks of the river he hes sur- 
veyed the town of ‘‘ Whittier.” 

The business lots are on a level bottom 
above the river, while on an elevated plateau 
overlooking the valley,with a beautiful moun. 
tain view, the residence lots are laid out. 
Taking it altogether, it is one of the most eli- 
gible town-sites in the country. 

Dr. Whittier is now “hunting men” to set- 
tle the town and surrounding lands. Four- 
teen lots were recently sold in one day. 

The lands on the right bank of the river run 

ack to Clingman’s Dome, named for Hon. T. 
L. Clingman, of Asheville. Dr. Whittier has 
caused this mountain to be measured by run- 
ning levels from the river to the top of the 
mountain. It is found to be the second highest 
mountain east of the Rocky mountains, 6,16 
feet above sea level. 

The lands are to be subdivided into farms 
for grazing, dairying, fruit, vegetable and to- 
bacco raising. Roads are now being surveyed 
and graded to all sections of the tract. Dr. 
Whittier expects to expend $30,000 in making 
the lands accessible. The doctor has faith in 
his echemes. 

_ Persons may purchase farms on ten yeara’ 
time, making partial payments. The first one 
hundred settlers can find employment for one 
year in grading roads, lumbering, etc. The 
doctor will furnish lumber and  ~»pro- 
visions to those who may need that 
aid, for the first year, taking his pay from the 
crop#, or in work. 

The lands may be purchased at from $2.30 
to $5.00 per acre, 

The foundation fora hotel of seventy rooms 
will soon be laid. This buildisg will be 
erected in the most substantial manner, four 
stories in height, with broad verandahs, 
heated by steam, lighted by electricity and 
with hot and cold water in every room. The 
house is to be constructed in such a manner 
as to make it a desirable winter home for 
northern visitors, as wellas southern visitors 
in the summer. 

The hotel will be at an elevation of 1,765 
feet above the level of the sea. Farms may 
be purchased at heights varying from near 
the river to nearly four thousand feet. 

The thermal belt may be found on benches 
on the mountain sides throughout 
the southern Apslachian mountains, 
where fruits and tender vegetables are 
rarely, if ever, injured by frost during the 
growing or fruiting season. 

These thermal belts, or[ vernal! zones, are to 
be found wherever there are caves or valleys 
in this region, surrounded by mountains. The 
line of frost exemption varies in height, above 
the general level of 'the valley, of from 109 to 
500 ieet. 

Tha writer hes been familiar with this phe- 
nowenon for several years. In Jackson 
county, North Carolina, are two valleys, sepa- 
rated by tthe Blue Ridge. In riding trom 
Cashers’ valley to its neighbor Hamburg 
valley, after night fall, the writer has always 
encountered and passed through the thermal 
beli®at an elevation ofabout °,550 feet above sea 
level. Having paseed through the zone, the 
atmosphere would again becomecool. The 
difference in temperature, in and out of the 
zones, appeared to have been about 7 degrees 
to 10 degrees. 

The explanation of the cause of this diiler- 
ence seems to be of easy, and but one, solu- 
tion. 

The radiation of hoat stored in the soil of the 
valley during the day is carried upto a height 
on the mountain sides, varying im different 
valleys, of from 100 to 500 feet. Inthe valley 
of the Tuckaseegee, on the sides of the moun~ 
tia ns surrounding the town of Webster, Jacx- 
son county, are several farms that have been 
cultivated for from twenty to thirty years, 
and fruit trees planted at the vernal zone have 
never known to fail to bear fruit. 

J.D. Bachenan, of Webster, informs the 
writer that peach trees planted in the vernal 
zone on a mountain near his boyhood’s home 
did not fail to frult for a period of thirty 
years. 

Henry Stewart, the agricultural editor of the 
New York Times, says that he has found the 
temperature of the air, in many places in 
western North Carolina, to range in the vernal 
zone from 7 to 15 degrees warmer than either 
below or above them. 

Mr. Stewart is well known throughout 
the north es a lecturer on agriculture, and 
contributor to various news and agricultural 
papers publishedthere. He isa reliable and 
careful observer. 

Thecountry of western North Carolina off- 
ers great inducements to the fruit raiser. The 
vine flourishes and produces abundantly. 
The Piedmont and mountain counries of the 
states of Virginia, North and South Carolina 
and Georgiaoiior to the world an extensive 
region for the successful cultivation of the 
grepe, apple, peach, apricot and small fruits. 
The wild blackberry and raspberry of this 
broad regoin are equaled*by few domasticated 
varieties. The strawberries are of exquisite 
flavor and aroma. 

To demonstrate the length of the growing 
scasop,bees do not require other feod than that 
they gather from the valleys and mountain 
sides, and are regularly “robbed.” 

There is no variety of apples that will not 
grow to perfection in this broad territory. 

To resume: A person buying a valley farm, 
with a mountain near, can somewhere on ils 
sides, find a zone where his fruit trees will 
bear every year, unlesa there should be a sea- 
eon when a freeze would kill. This has occur- 
red in Florida. It would be as phenomenal 
bere as there. 

The mountain sides and elevated coves pro- 
duce the finest grades of tobacco grown ia this 
region. Near Whittier are several tobacco 
growers. One grower ot yellow Orinoco leaf 
cured 1,000 pounds gathered from a siagle 
acre, last year. His crop has averaged 575 
pounds for the last three years. 

He has cleared an average of $200 75 
per eore. A neighbor adjoining him raalized 
55 cents per pound on last year’s tobacco crop. 
As far as my information goes, it appears that 
the greater skill in curing the leaf is the se- 
cret of one man getting the highest mark t 
price over another raising as good green lest. 

The average price offarms per acre, in 
Ohio, is over $60. Of course, tobacco lands 
there must be of more value than the average 
farm lerd. At sixty dollars per acre, if sold, 
the price realized tor on» acre, in Ohio, would 
buy four acres with improvements in the best 
neighborhood in western North Carolina, or 
fitteen acres unimproved. 

With a milder climate anda conse uent 
saving in expenses of clotring, with fuel to be 
had ter the cutting and hsuling, aad products 
worth from two to five timesas much asin 
Ohio, the tobacco grower should become rich 
bere. There is toe, en almost complete ex- 
emption from consumption in western North 
Ceroline. Malaria is unknown. ; 

With these advantages, combined with rail- 
road fecilities ter reaching the northeast, 
northwest, southeast, and goon there will bea 
line to the southwest, this region shou«d be in~ 
vestigated bythe northern people, and if 

n, would be settled by many.

THE LAW OF STRiKES, 


The Charge of Jadgo Kreke! of Missouri, on 
the Sabject, 

The following statement of the law regarding 
strikes and other similar combinations was made 
by Judge Krekel. of the United States district 
court, in his charge to the grand jury for the 
western district of Missouri, on Monday last: 
“A postalor other railroad car in which mail 
matter is conveyed falls within the meaning of 
‘carrier,’ as used in the act of congress. Our 
wails are mostly carried by raiiroads, andthe 
government enters into contracis with 
them for that purpose. These rail 
roeds employ Jarge numbers of men, and 
considerable machinery tocarry on their business, 
incluéing the carrying of mail matter. Strikes 
occur on these roads, often seriously interfering 
with the a, oi the mails. Employes of 
railroads employed on trains carryio ail 
matter mey at proper time, qu:t work, and if in 
CODs€Quence of their doing co tke mails are de- 
layed, they do not thereby commit an offense 
sgainst tse laws of the United States. 
Strikers may induce their colaborers 
engeged on mail trains to join 
them, under the*limitation stated, without 
committing en offense against the postel laws, 
though the consequence ba the obstruction or!re- 
tardingoftihemail, But employes oi railroads, as 
wellas otber perscns, cannot improperly interfere 
with theinstrumentalities usually employed and 
necessary fortheconveyance of mails, be itcarri- 
ers Or wmachirery, without laying themselves lia- 
ble. Norisit apy excuse that the men or the ma- 
chinery used im carrying the mail are at 
the same time employed far other purposes, Mails 
could not be carried at the rates they are ii special 
traizs and instrumentalities had to be provided. 
To com pel such einployment by direct or indirect 
means would seriously interfere with our mail fa- 
cilities. Asystem ofpame foreign to our institu- 
tious end language, known ia § I[relan:! 
as ‘boycotting,’ has sought to be  intro- 
duced among us asa means of compelling con- 
cessions in matters of con/licting interests. Com- 
binations of the kind are not uniawful, so long as 
their excivsive purpose is to foster the interests 
of theirown members. But if the object of the 
combination is or em braces objects the necessary 
efiect of which isintefering with otbers’ rights, 
the combination becomes a conspiracy and may 
be dealt with as such.’’
